Teaching  Award 

The  American  Association  of  Colleges  for  Teacher 
Education  gave  five  awards  this  year  to  teacher  education 
programs  throughout  the  nation  which  the  association 
considered  outstanding.  This  Distinguished  Achievement 
Award  for  Excellence  in  Teacher  Education  was  given  to  the 
Cooperative  Urban  Teacher  Education  project  (CUTE)  in 
Kansas  City,  Missouri,  of  which  Avila  College  is  a charter 
member.  The  presentation  of  plaques  was  made  to  par- 
ticipating colleges  in  the  Kansas  City  area,  at  the  Hilton  Inn, 
on  May  15.  Sister  Olive  Louise,  President,  accepted  the 
award  for  Avila.  Sister  Marie  Georgette  Eschbacher, 
member  of  the  executive  committee  of  CUTE,  and  three 
Avila  CUTE  graduates  were  also  present. 

Progress  Halted  Again 

Avila  is  feeling  the  effects  of  the  building  strike. 
The  new  residence  hall,  which  was  scheduled  for 
completion  in  September,  1969,  was  not  completed 
because  of  the  building  strike  last  year.  The  present 
building  strike  will  prevent  its  completion  for  the 
1970  fall  session.  For  two  years  the  college  has  been 
forced  to  seek  outside  housing  for  its  resident 
students,  at  great  additional  expense.

Peace  Institute  in  July 

More  than  three  hundred  students  are  taking  advantage 
of  the  classes,  institutes,  and  workshops  at  Avila  this 
summer.  This  is  the  largest  summer  enrollment  Avila  has 
had  on  the  new  campus. 

Three  workshops  in  education  have  attracted  many 
students.  The  religious  studies  program  with  its  classes  on 
current  moral  problems,  contemporary  religious  thinkers, 
and  religious  education  for  children  and  adolescents  has 
proved  very  popular. 

Still  to  come  is  the  institute  on  peace  scheduled  for  July. 
An  intensive  session  (July  6-10,  from  9:40  to  3)  and  an 
afternoon  two-week  session  (July  6-17,  from  1 :30  to  3)  will 
be  held  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  the  biological, 
historical,  and  philosophical  factors  that  may  lead  to  an 
abolition  of  war  and  a turn  towards  peace.  The  institute 
carries  one  hour  of  credit. 

Since  violent  conflict  is  not  intrinsic  to  man's  nature,  the 
members  of  the  institute  will  look  for  answers  to  such 
questions  as: 

How  can  we  establish  an  attitude  towards  peace? 

What  is  the  alternative  to  world  peace? 

Does  war  make  for  a more  stable  economy? 

What  is  the  role  of  conflict  in  human  life? 

Is  peace  patriotic? 

Why  have  we  no  peace  academies? 

Through  readings,  lectures,  and  discussions,  the  students 
will  attempt  to  find  workable  answers  to  these  questions. 

Dr.  Kermit  C.  Phelps  will  offer  a one-credit  course  on  the 
dynamics  of  group  communications,  from  July  13  to  24, 
daily  from  9:25  to  10:40.
